On March 23, the Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. Judiciary voted to uphold 
the Board of Elections ruling against 
John Haberstroh and Jonathon Bolin 
for excessive posting. 

The Board of Elections ruled that 
Haberstroh and Bolin were in viola- 
tion of the Elections Handbook and 
imposed a sanction that prohibited 
the running mates from handing out 
any printed materials until 8 a.m. on 
April 4. 

The run-off elections for the presi- 
dency and vice presidency end April 5 
at midnight. 

Haberstroh and Bolin appealed the 
decision to the ASI Judiciary, asking 
on Monday for lighter sanctions. 

“We did accept résponsibility for the 
complaint against us, and we expected 
that the sanction against us would be 
similar to that of the first complaint 
that was filed against us, that would 
take money out of the deposit that we

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CSULB international 
student drowns 


The body was found 
in Lake Havasu 
during spring break.

The Mohave County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice (MCSO) located the body of a 
missing person Tuesday at 11 a.m. in 
Lake Havasu and identified the body as 
21-year-old Dwarkesh Prasannavatha- 


. ham, a computer science graduate stu- 


dent at Cal State Long Beach. 

Prasannavathanam, originally from 
Chennai, India, went missing on March 
24 in the early evening. 

His body is thought to have resur- 
faced in the north basin of Lake Havasu 
by Crazy Horse Beach, eight days after 
he fell from an inner tube being pulled 
by a boat near the Windsor Beach boat 
ramp. 

Prasannavathanam was not wearing 
a lifejacket at the time of the accident. 
He would have turned 22 on Tuesday, 


March 27. 

Today’s News-Herald reported Tues- 
day afternoon that a windsurfer discov- 
ered his body at 10:30 a.m. However, 
Patricia Carter, the public information 
specialist for MCSO, could not confirm 
this. 

An autopsy will be conducted to de- 
termine the exact cause of death, but 
Prasannavathanam is believed to have 
drowned. 

According to Carter, the investiga- 
tion remains ongoing and MCSO is 
now focusing on the boating accident 
itself. They will try to determine un- 
clear aspects of the incident, such as 
whether or not the boating operator is 
at fault and if drugs or alcohol were.a 
factor. 

The search for Prasannavathanam’s 
body took longer than most searches, 
according to Carter. 

“In my experience, this was the 
longest time to locate someone in the 
water ... Sometimes the body is located 
when it resurfaces on its own,” Carter 
said. “I’m not for certain if that’s what 
happened in this case.” 

Carter said different factors like 
currents, depth of the water and debris 
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Dwarkesh Prasannavathanam’s body reportedly resurfaced eight days after he fell from an inner tube. 


could all prolong the search for a body. 

She also cautioned students to take 
preventative safety measures while va- 
cationing at Lake Havasu. 


“Any waterways or even a backyard 
pool can be dangerous,” Carter said. 
“Always wear a lifejacket when you’re 
and drink lots of fluids 


in the water ... 


I don’t recommend drinking 
alcohol ‘till your back on land. People 
can get heat exhaustion and make bad 
choices.”

referring to the door hangers the 
campaign used. 

“We found that listed under the 
prohibited campaign activities,” 
Haberstroh said referring to the 
elections handbook rule banning the 
positing of campaign material in certain 
locations at the March 23 hearing. 

“We saw some gray area and we 
took the liberty. But it’s clear that 
is a violation so I’m here to accept 
responsibility. 

Haberstroh and Bolin said they pur- 
chased 500 door hangers and distribut- 
ed them around various areas on cam- 
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pus, interpreting “posting” as applying 
adhesive or pinning. 

Haberstroh also said he and Bolin 
were confused when they wére con- 
victed for excessive posting rather than 
what Thomas and Phan had petitioned 
them for. 

“We were convicted of something 


that we were not accused of before- 
hand,” Haberstroh said. 

However, Chief Justice Dina Alhayek 
said although the charge was not includ- 
ed in the complaint, it did not mean that 
it could also be included in the ruling. 

The Board of Elections also pointed 
out that Haberstroh and Bolin did not 
seek the necessary approval by Gov- 
ernment Elections Officer Leo Palom- 
era for their door hangers.

This 
is the third time she has switched her 
major since she came to Cal State Long 
Beach. 

“T think my ultimate passion is sing- 
ing and music,” Weinburg said. “Every 
major before this, I wanted something 


‘that was creative but still safe and I 


think at this point, | am realizing that 
my true passion lies in music.” 

Weinburg is not alone in changing 
her mind. 

According to Gayle Fenton, senior 
director of advising at CSULB, most 
students change their major up to three 
times while they are in cgllege. 

“Tt is very important for the univer- 
sity now to help these students find the 
real major they are going to graduate 
in as early as possible,” Fenton said. 
“They don’t want them to take a long 
time, like two to three years trying to 
find a major because they racked up all 
these units, they’ve had all this time, 
they paid all this money, and then they 
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change their major and have to start all 
over again.” 

Such a process is all about “self- 
exploration” that students should go 
through in order to find the major that 
they love, according to Fenton. There 
are some students who come to college 
and know exactly what they want to do 
and follow through..But some have no 
clue what they want to pursue. 

Fenton advises students to find out 
what they are interested in by visiting 
the Career Development Center. 

“They. have all the wonderful re- 
sources and tools, and this is not a 
short process,” Fenton said. “It takes 
[students] through a process that helps 
them learn about themselves, where 
their interests are, where their attri- 
butes are, where they would do well, 
and then help them find majors that lead 
to careers that they are interested in for 
which they could become successful.” 

The idea that a major leads directly to 


one career is true only for a small num- 


ber of majors, such as engineering, nurs- 
ing and accounting, according to Fenton. 

“Usually all the majors can lead to 
20, 30, 40 different careers,” she said. 
“Tt’s just that students are not aware of 
that.” 

The University Advising Center and 
Career Development Center are hoping 
to establish a collaborative university- 
wide advising plan to help students find 
their direction as early as possible, so 
they can graduate in a timely manner.

After months of bidding wars, the Los Angeles 
Dodgers have a team of rich investors ready to 
bring baseball supremacy back to Southern Cali- 
fornia; and they’re lead by former Los Angeles 
Lakers hero Magic Johnson. 

On March 27, it was announced that an agree- 
ment was made between former Dodgers owner 
Frank McCourt and the Guggenheim Baseball 
Management LCC for the sale of the team.

CEO Mark Walter, baseball executive Stan Kas- 
ten and film mogul Peter Guber, bought the team 
for $1.4 billion. 

The winning bid ended up being 30 pect 
higher than the next highest bid.

running the former elite team into the ground 
since filing for bankruptcy last summer. 

Since then it has been a constant struggle 
between McCourt and MLB Commissioner Bud 
Selig over the ownership of the team.

Suburban 

Legends new 
full-length 
enjoyable’

After four years of anxiously wait- 
ing, ska fans can now feast their ears on 
Suburban Legends’ latest full-length 
album “Day Job,” released today. 

While delivering a full-fledged ska 
album like the band promised their 
fans, they also managed to incorporate 
other sounds into the track list that help 
make their album one of their best yet. 

“Emergency” starts off with a blitz 
of the horn section and drum beat, pav- 
ing the way for an upbeat track. Vin- 
cent Walker (vocals), a Cal State. Long

worker’s breaking point in life — hence 
the “emergency.” The tune is cheerful, 
especially with a ridiculously catchy 
chorus. 

“Love Fair” features both Walker 
and Brian Klemm (guitar) on vocals 
to deliver the most sonically diverse 
track. The track starts off with a metal- 
inspired sound and then transitions into 
something the band would have written 
during their “Infectious” (2007) days.

feast their ears to an unexpected °80s 
metal guitar lick that Klemm delivers. 
It is songs like this that perfectly illus- 
trate how the band is able to return to 
their ska roots, but still incorporate ex- 
perimental sounds they have explored 
throughout their evolution as a band. 
Songs off their 2010 “Going on Tour 
EP” (2010) are also included within the 
new album. Songs like “Open Up Your 
Eyes,” “My Friend,” and “Whoa” have 
been refurnished with extra horn snip- 


pets and layered echoes from Klemm . 


and Walker. The songs have a greater 
substance with the new additions and 
sound richer than on their previous EP. 

“Dude Alert” is the most standout 
and praiseworthy song of the entire 
batch. The rock song does not sound 


‘like it would come from this Orange 
County ska band, but rather from a ~ 


classic rock group. The meshing of gui- 


tar shredding ‘alongside the horns cre- 
ates a contrasting sound that makes it 
far more appealing to the ears. 

The band also included the fan-fa- 
vorite Disney hits “Just Can’t Wait To 
Be King” and “Under the Sea.” Those 
who have seen Suburban Legends per- 
form live know that these are tracks 


’ that the band is well-known from per- 


forming live. While they add their own 


flare to the songs, they still manage to — 


do justice to the popular hits. 

“Just Be Happy” and “Arigato” are 
both lively ditties that help progress 
the album forward. The lyrics for “Just 
Be Happy” encourage happiness and 
frown upon being a “hater.” Lyrically, 
it lacks substance when compared to 
the rest. Walker singsspart of “Arigato” 
in Japanese, and despite a possible lan- 
guage barrier, it does not take away en- 
joyment from the song. 


“My Girlfriend’s Pretty” features 
Klemm on vocals. The track sounds 
akin to something the Temptations 
would sing, but with some ’80s soul and 
a comedic twist to it. The exaggerated 
harmonies bring a cheesy ’80s melody 
to mind. Klemm’s singing-style and 
wailing makes the entire track humor- 
ous, especially when focusing on the 
lyrics. 

Collectively, “Day Job” is the best 
follow-up album the band has released 
since “Rump Shaker” (2003). The songs 
may not be too daring, but they are all 
enjoyable nonetheless. The songs are 
perfect in displaying the band’s growth 
from their early days of ska, to experi- 
menting with different genres, and still 
sticking to their roots.

Dirtbags to take on UCR 


LBSU will travel 

to Riverside on 
Thursday for its 
second Big West 
Conference series.

After winning their first Big West 
Conference series of the year against 
Cal Poly, the Long Beach State base- 
ball team heads into this weekend with 
a newfound confidence against the UC 
Riverside Highlanders, 

The Dirtbags (10-16) went into San 
Luis Obispo riding a slump losing 12 of 
their previous 16 games, including an 
11-1 bashing at the hands of Washing- 
ton State. However, LBSU was able to 
start Big West conference play with a 
bang. 

Brennan Metzger’s first home run of 
the season aided the Dirtbags way to a 
4-3 victory in the opening game of the 
series, before the Dirtbags dropped Sat- 
urday’s affair 6-4 to the Mustangs. 

Friday night starter Shawn Stuart 
started the final game of the series on 
Sunday after coming back from injury 
and tossed a one-hit complete game 
shutout, striking out nine. 

The feat earned Stuart the title of Big 
West Pitcher of the Week, his second 
such title and may just have earned him 
his Friday night starting spot back from 
Matt Anderson going into the series 
with the Highlanders (8-13). 


Current Dirtbags ‘starters Stuart, 
Anderson and Ryan Stufing have com- 
bined for a 2.46 ERA in 120 and 2/3 
innings, including Stuart’s masterpiece 
on Sunday. 

After facing the likes of No. 
26-ranked California, No. 15 Cal State 
Fullerton and No. 7 Arizona State, 
the Highlanders lineup will serve as a 
breather for the Dirtbags rotation. 

Riverside is currently seventh in the 
conference in team batting average, 
slugging percentage, and is dead last in 
runs scored among the nine Big West 
teams. 

Leading the Highlander offensive at- 
tack are infielders Vince Gonzales, Phil 
Holinsworth and Eddie Young. Young 
and Holinsworth are leading the High- 
landers in batting average at .356 and 
300, respectively. Holinsworth also 
has a team-leading two home runs on 
the season. ; 

LBSU, who has had their fair share 
of offensive issues, come in at ninth in 
team batting average; team slugging 
percentage, team on-base percentage, 
yet have scored 15 more runs than the 
Highlanders. ,

Orosco (4-2), is Riverside’s number 
two starter, and has been the lone bright 
spot for the Highlanders’ rotation com- 
ing in witha 1.

The tall right-handed Riverside na- 
tive, has struck over a batter per irining 
with 42 in 40 and 1/3 innings pitched 
in six starts. - ;

Stuart did not begin 2011 as a starting 
pitcher, but in 2012 he has led the High- 
landers rotation with mixed results. 

The sophomore lefthander has a 
steady, but not great 4.07 ERA. 

Frank (0-4) closes. out the rotation 
for Riverside and has similar numbers 
to Stuart with a 4.17 ERA, but has yet 
to record a win on the season. 

If the Dirtbags can get to the Riv- 
erside starters, they have a chance for 
success as the Highlanders bullpen has 
only one. pitcher with an ERA under 
3.50. 

The series has been moved up a day 
in order to observe Easter on Sunday 
with the first pitch scheduled for 6 P.M.
